Fen you followed one to the cemetery, or an automobile 
ident, or sickness sent a child, companion, or your- 
ff to the hospital. You made a lot of money, some- 
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thing unexpected interrupted your plans in the use of it. 
Everything went well in the church part of the time then, 
oh well, not so smooth and pleasant. 

But we are alive, and isn’t that grand! We surely 
wouldn’t charge God foolishly for our losses, and we had 
better not become careless toward Him because of our 
good fortunes. Joshua’s testimony is true with us today. 
Chapter 23:14, “And ye know in all your hearts and in 
all your souls that not one thing hath failed of all the 
good things which the Lord your God spake concerning 
you; all are come to pass unto you, and not one thing 
hath failed thereof.” 

It is true that we know the roads behind us; but regard- 
less of the joy it would give to retrace some of them, and 
how much we should object to returning over others, 
neither is possible. The bridges we built across chasms 
are not for our feet to recross, but only for those who 
follow. 

Therefore, we are to obey the only marching orders 
God has for His Church, “Go forward.” It is, however, 
good to take time to “stand still” long enough to hear 
our Captain give the command, and to know that it is 
He who is speaking, especially as we enter into this new 
year of 1949. 

Let us consider a few things essential to a good em- 
barkation on time’s ocean of ’49. 

1. Remember to forget all those faults and trespasses 
against God and man that you have obtained forgive- 
ness for and you know are under the blood of the Lord 
Jesus. Christ Jesus has forgotten them, and why 
shouldn’t you? Then there are the failures, heartaches, 
mistreatments, criticisms, misunderstandings, and vari- 
ous reverses. Remember them only as you can mold 
them into steppingstones of success. Otherwise, forget 
them in keeping with Paul’s inspired philosophy, 
“Brethren, I count not myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto those things which are 
before, I press toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 

2. Remember to remember that “in the beginning 
God” should be so vitally our concern that before the 
bells ring out the old year and ring in the new year we 
will pray like Moses, “If thy presence go not with me, 
carry us not up hence, and he said, My presence shall 
go with thee, and I will give thee rest.” 

Let us be sure to be filled with faith, hope and charity, 
and carry along as extras the 32,000 promises of God. 
To sing, hum, or whistle this good old song will give you 
great strength: 


Standing on the Promises 

Standing on the promises of Christ my King, 

Thro’ eternal ages let His praises ring;

The writer found this bit of pungent 
warning in A Treasury of the Famil- 
iar: “Lost, yesterday, somewhere be- 
tween sunrise and sunset, two golden 
hours, each set with sixty diamond 
minutes. No reward is offered, for 
they are gone forever.” And yet some 
people inanely squander a _ whole 
year! 

Paul taught that each year past 
should reveal advancement in the 
Christian life. No fresh stream is still, 
it moves. So it is that no vital Chris- 
tian life is still, but it is constantly 
in a state of advancement; from the 
Christian’s inmost being should flow 
rivers of living water—if it stops it 
will become stagnant and be no longer 
living water. 

The past year should have seen you

endeavor new things, win new victo- 


ries, acquire new zeal, feel new 
strength, and exercise greater faith. 
The story of the Christian experience 
is the story of growth and progress, 
just as it is the story of all things 
that live in vigor and health. Where 
there is no spiritual progress and 
growth there is undoubtedly some or- 
ganic maladjustment that should be 
corrected at the altar of earnest 
prayer. Each year should manifest it- 
self in your life in terms of deeper 
consecration and more fervent spirit- 
uality. Just as you are now 366 days 
nearer your meeting with Christ so 
should you be 366 days nearer the 
stature of Christ. Be forward a year 
ago! Have you more faith now than 
you had a year ago?— or less! Are 
you more patient now than you were 
a year ago?—or less! Are you a better 
Christian?—I mean really! If not you 
are indictable—you have wasted a 
year! 

What is the purpose of a year? Why 
did God allow you to live throughout 
1948? Was the year not a step taken 
from eternity to lift a man higher 
toward God? Time is the bridge that 


-connects the two eternities—the “nev- 


er beginning” and the “never-end- 
ing”’—; time is for your use, and only 
by treading it wisely will you ever be- 
hold the face of God. Then each year 
of time should find our actions moti- 
vated more and more by the sweet 
will of God, and thrilled more and 
more by the precious name of Jesus, 
and stirred more and more by the 
prospect of seeing Him face to face.

He doesn’t 
have to pray more often, but he 
chooses to in order to be more con- 
secrated. Yet, though he chooses to 
do it, it is also needful. 

A new year is beginning. It is a 
time when the people of the world 
make promises, vows, and resolutions, 
which are nearly always broken. The 
resolutions of the Christian need not 
be broken. He has a greater power to 
help him. While we are all thinking 
of ways and means to improve our 
Christian lives, let us all accept the 
exemplary pattern which Mary has 
given us—that of choosing the good 
part.

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NE important lesson we should 
learn from this chapter is that 
all the Lord’s people have a 
common cause. In these days 
of trouble and perplexity, when we see 
nations and kingdoms falling, and the 
Church is facing one of the greatest 
crises of its history, there is a call for 
a united effort on the part of every 
child of God. There should be dis- 
played in the life of everyone all the 
elements of Christian courage. 

It has been said that what has been 
attributed as ferocity to the tiger is 
due to its “incredible audacity and 
courage.” It simply sees no danger, 
knows no fear, brooks no delay, uses 
no artifice, and abandons no object of 
attack. Are these the elements of 
Christian courage? If we were filled 
with a deep sense of God’s presence 
and power, and of our own privileges 
and responsibilities, would this not 
blind us to many of the things that 
disturb and terrify, and inspire to 
many an act and work which we now 
dread?

for united action on the part of every- 
one. The children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad sought their inherit- 
ance on this side of Jordan, There are 
some battles, conflicts, and hardships 
across Jordan. It seems that there are 
too many Reubenites and Gadites who 
want to settle down and obtain their 
inheritance by the way of least re- 
sistance. They seem not to think of 
the welfare of others. Somebody 
fought at the battlefront of our deliv- 
erance. It was through the medium of 
evangelism, Sunday School, Y.P.E., or 
some of the other programs of the 
Church that the light was brought 
to us. Someone gave, prayed, sacri- 
ficed, and “crossed Jordan” that we 
might possess the wonderful experi- 
ence of salvation. 

One of the greatest dangers to the 
Lord’s work is putting self-interest 
first. The Reubenites said, “Let this 
land be given unto thy servants for 
a possession, and bring us not over 
Jordan.” It is too easy to settle down 
in Jazer and Gilead, and let others 
look out for themselves. A selfish dis- 
position discourages others. ‘“Where- 
fore discourage ye the heart of the 
children of Israel from going over in- 
to the land,” (V. 7). The selfish spirit 
not only refuses to cooperate in the 
Church’s program, but it tends to dis- 
courage those who are in the pursuit 
of their duties toward God and the 
Church. No battles, no sacrifices, no 
burdens, thus we become idlers in the 
realm of professed Christianity. Take 
heed lest there be in any of you an 
evil heart of laziness! When bees 
have finished the business of swarm- 
ing, and the workers have discovered 
there is no lack of queens, then they, 
with one accord, fall on the drones, 
who are massacred without mercy. 
Thus nature, in these busy bees, 
passes the sentence of death upon the 
useless idler. This is also a law in the 
spiritual world. Those Christians who 
will not work for the good of Christ’s 
cause among men will be visited with 
the blight of death upon their spirits. 

Doing nothing is a sin against the 


Lord. “If ye will not do so, behold, y¢ 
have sinned against the Lord: and be 
sure your sin will find you out.” (vy 
23.) When we become contented and 
satisfied in neglecting our responsi 
bilities, and fail to do our part in the 
great campaign of the Church work, 
it will become a sin against the Lord 
that will be sure to find us out. To 
become at ease in Zion is a dangero 
condition and it will lead to destruc- 
tion and eternal woe. 

There are many who are lamenting 
over lost blessings, and you will hear 
sO many say, “We do not have the 
power that we used to have, and we 
need to get back to Pentecost.” If that 
condition prevails, it is because we 
have lost the desire to help and bless 
others. We are too well satisfied to 
dwell on this side of Jordan, and let 
others get their possession the best 
way they can. Devotion to the interest 
of the kingdom of God secures present 
blessings. “If ye will go armed be- 
fore the Lord until he hath driven out 
his enemies, this land shall be your 
possession.” (VV. 20-22.) By helping 
others into their lot of inheritance we 
can have and maintain our experience 
that we received at the cross and in 
the adorning of the Holy Ghost with 
all the power and blessings that ac- 
companied it. The reason so many 
Christians have not entered into a 
soul-satisfying portion in the present 
life is because they have ceased to help 
others. There is no class of the dis- 
ciples of Jesus so happy as the WORK- 
ERS. It will be useless for us to re- 
spond to the call without the equip- 
ment for the battle. “If ye will g0 
armed before the Lord.” Our efforts 
will be in vain without the anointing 
for service; especially for evangelism 
we will need a full head of evangelistic 
steam. It is very suggestive that the 
word “breath” literally means “steam,” 
something gentle, yet most powerful, 
from a warm and glowing source.
